'alrd at their request the department of 
the Attorney General sent M. Mari- 
arty (who from his name might be 
mistaken for an Irishman, although 
some of the Uhampion citizens would 
dispute his claim to such nationality,) 
a sleuth of the Provincial Police force 
for the purpose>tif' cleaning up the 
town as far as the illicit sale of liquor 
was concerned. He arrived in Cham¬ 
pion a few days before Christmas and 
remained there for about a Week. As 
a clever detective he conceived the 
idea that he should camouflage his true 
4 >ersonality by adopting an attitude 
of almost perpetual inebriety, and was 
so successful that many of the citizens 
are firmly convinced that his acting 
was too real to be camouflage. As a 
result of his week’s visit a number of 
charges were laid against several 
townsmen on Friday last. 

On that day Mr. McCumber appear¬ 
ed before Magistrate Alcock, charged 
by the sleuth with selling liquor to 
him. Notwithstanding that Mr. Mc¬ 
Cumber positively denied the trans¬ 
action, he was convicted, and a fine of 
$200 was imposed. 

Charges were also laid against Nels 
proprietor of 4he -Savoy betel, Long 
Jim, Chinese proprietor of the Savoy 
restaurant and Mr. Porter, a popular 
business man of the town. The two 
former were charged with selling beer 
of greater alcoholic strength than two 
per cent, and Mr. Porter with selling 
whiskey. 

These charges were laid before Mag 
istrate Alcock on Saturday. So great

The population of fhe province of 
Alberta is now estimated at 579,000. 
rhose are the estims-’ed figures of the 
statistical department of the Domin-' 
ion of Canada, and are very similar 
lo the estimated population of the 
treasury department of the province. 

The Dominion^subsidy is based-upon 
the population of the province. These 
figures are based on the quinquennial 
census, the least of which was taken 
in June, lifl6. Estimates are made 
for the intervening years. The popu¬ 
lation of Alberta in the last census, 
was 496,525. 

As the subsidy is 80 cents per head 
the province will receive from the Do¬ 
minion $65,000 more than last year.

at the same census, 563,860. If Mani 
toba has made no increase since th« 
1916 census, Alberta is in fourth 
place. .

During consideration of the repa¬ 
ration by the Peace Conference, Presi 
dent Wilson agreed to the principle 
that Germany mupt be made to pay in¬ 
demnities in addition ttPthe full cost 
of reparation. 

With the exception of a ban to be 
imposed on all dances, public and pri¬ 
vate, there is to be no attempt to shut 
things down tight in British Columbia 
municipalities, where the second wave 
of the Spanish influenza epidemic is 
now being felt. 

There is a possibility of Calgary 
becoming the western Canadian centre 
of a motion picture industry, which 
will operate within 300 miles of the 
city. The company has already been 
formed, and is awaiting Anal ‘ settle¬ 
ment arrangements. Portland, Seat¬ 
tle and Victoria tried to secure the 
company, but preference was given to 
Calgary. 

Canada Food Board now permits 
the serving of beef and veal in public 
eating houses at all times. The res¬ 
trictions on the serving of butter are 
also withdrawn. Restrictions on the 
use and holding of sugar, flour, lard 
and other fats are also removed, as 
the supplies of these classes of foods 
are now available. 

The delegates of the great powers 
on the League of Nations will be: for 
Great Britain, Lord Robert Cecil and 
General Jan Smuts; for France, Leon 
Bourgeois and Ferdinand Larnaude, 
dean of the faculty of law .of the uni¬ 
versity of Paris; for Italy, Premier 
Orlando and Viterio Scialia; for Japan 
Viscount Chinda and K. Ochiai; for 
the United States, President Wilson 
and Col. House. 

Resolutions that English only be 
used in the schools of Saskatchewan 
were unanimously supported at Thurs¬ 
day’s session of the School Trustees' 
Association meeting at Regina. The 
convention also went on record as be¬ 
ing strongly in favor of prohibition, 
and will memorialize the government 
asking that no rJigious faith be giv¬ 
en consideration in the election of 
school ■trustiHf. 

Demands for the immediate substan 
tial reduction in preferential and cus¬ 
toms tariffs, including acceptance of 
he reciprocity pact with the United 
States, will be made upon the Federal 
Government by the unanimous vote of 
the Saskatchewan assembly, the con¬ 
servative party of that province, for 
the first time on record having thrown 
in its lot with the Government on the 
tariff issue. Not only did the opposi¬ 
tion support the resolution, but the 
soldiers’ representatives announced 
their support of the measure. 

Great Britain had the largest air 
force in the world at the end of the 
war, fought on more fronts, and its 
successes were proportionately great¬ 
er. In August 1914 the British naval 
and military air forces combined had 
286 officers, 1853 men of all other 
ranks, 1665 airplanes, 45 seaplanes 
and 7 airships. At the close of the 
war there were 30t00 officers t-nd 
264,000 tun, 21,000 airplane 0 , _ 1,300 
seaplanes, and 103 airplanes. In ad¬ 
dition, 25,000 airplanes and seaplanes 
were under construction, as well as 
55,4f00 airplane engines. The Womens 
Royal Air Force which did noe exist 
in 1914 numbered 293,000 last Novem¬ 
ber. 

Another Mennonite tribe numbering 
about 160 are to settle on land recent¬ 
ly purchased in the Rockyford.disirict 
on the C.N.R. The tribe comes from 
Lewistown, Montana ,and is headed 
by a man named Walter. 

147,000 Yorkshire coal miners' who 
went on strike last week over a dis¬ 
pute of twenty minutes overtime for 
the mid-day meal, have returned to 
work, the extra time having been 
granted to them. Great industrial un¬ 
rest in Britain is at present causing 
much uneasiness. 

The world’s most effective weapon 
against the spread of Bolshevism is 
prompt and definite action guarantee¬ 
ing labour a standard wage, a living 
wage, protection against unemploy¬ 
ment, and Sane regulation of child em¬ 
ployment, is the opinion of B. S. Beeby 
the ministr of labor and industry, of, 
Kew South Wales. jC 

The labor situation in Ontario is 
growing more and more acute, and 
according to the head of a Toronto 
private agency there are now fifty 
men for one job where two months 
ago there were ten jobs for one man. 
The government is co-operating with 
business firms in finding positions for 
returned men, and many employees 
are disposing of their foreign help.

It is rumored that Sir George Fors¬ 
ter, minister of trade and commerce, 
who is at present overseas with the 
delegates at the Peace Conference 
may remain in England. If he remains 
there it is assumed that it will be in 
the capacity of head of a permanent 
trade commission to take charge of 
Canadian interests in the British Isles 
and on the continent. 

A new political party called the 
Irish Cer -? Party was formally con¬ 
stituted in Ei If in, on J^r. •. 

ary 23,. Stephen Gaynn, a former 
member parliament, is chairman of 
the committee which embraces Con¬ 
stitutional Nationalists, and Southern 
Unionists. The platform includes 
home rule for Ireland within Ihe Brit¬ 
ish Empire on lines similar to those of 
the Dominions. 

Holding it is a “fatal objection,” 
and that the commission was in viola¬ 
tion of an imperial statute of .the 
reign of Charles I. abolishing the star 
chamber, and affirming that it was in 
violation of fundamental principles of 
criminal procedure,. Chief Justice Huiv- 
ter in giving judgment at Vancouver, 
B. C- last Wednesday, declared that 
the Royal Commission appointed by 
Provincial Government to investigate 
the illegal trafficking in intoxicating 
liquors in British Columbia was “issu¬ 
ed without lawful authority.” 

A MISSING LINK 

A delegation of farmers has asked 
the C. P. R. authorities to complete 
the Suffield-Blackie branch railway 
from Lomond to Blackie. They are 
residents in the territory Which is now 
denied transportation facilities and 
they feel that their claim for complet¬ 
ion of the line is more than justified 
by reason of the fact that 160,000 ac¬ 
res of land are under cultivation there. 
With things as they are it is necessary 
for them to haul their grain from 
15 to 35 miles before they reach a 
transportation point. That is too 
much of a handicap to successful farm 
ing. 

The Herald does not know what 
the C. P. R. programme is for west¬ 
ern extensions this year, but feels 
certain that it would be good business 
for the company to consider early 
construction of this missing link. 
When the line was built from Suffield 
to Lomond the understanding was 
that it would be continued to Blackie. 
On this understanding the intervening 
territory was settled up. Whether 
this understanding' was actual or 
merely implied makes little difference 
now. The farmers are there and pro¬ 
ducing the grain. Unless there is some 
special and particular reason why not 
they are entitled to transportation 
facilities which the building of the 
Lomond-Blackie link would give them. 
—Calgary Herald.

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there were strong reasons why farm* 
era should not ask for one. 

The directors report outlined the 
work of the past year, and pointed 
out that there was need for some more 
permanent plan for the administra¬ 
tion of the organization. They recom¬ 
mended that it would be a good plan 
to have two members of the executive 
committee elected for two yars, which 
would thereby leave two of the old 
members to hold over each year. The 
matter of increased membership was 
also reported upon as being worthy 
of consideration. The report regret¬ 
ted the inability to get Hail Insurance 
Bill sanctioned by the last convention 
passed in the form in which it was 
presented to the legislature ,but hopes 
were expressed that the bill in its 
present form would benefit the farm¬ 
ers provided that the vote in favor of 
it is sufficiently strong so as to put 
it in operation over a large, area and 
so spread the risk. The matter of 
Fire Insurance and Legal work was 
also dealt with. 

Secretary Higginbotham’s report 
showed that the work of the associa¬ 
tion had been seriously handicapped 
by the poor cfop conditions in Alber¬ 
ta, there having been droughts in the 
south and frosts in the north. After¬ 
wards the influenza epidemic came 
along, and so the best part of the year 
for work was lost. Membership re¬ 
ceipts from all sources, however, had 
doubled as compared with-1917, as. the 
following statement shows:

Mayor Clark welcomed the delegates 
on behalf of the city of Edmonton. 

The address of President Wood had 
as its keynote the growing forces of 
democracy. Democracy was more de¬ 
termined than ever to go on until 
Canada was in reality a democracy. 
The more powerful influences of the 
country were not manifesting a deep 
understanding of the more vital les¬ 
sons taught by the war; this was 
shown by their propaganda. After 
dealing with the farm production 1 of 
the year, Mr. Wood Bpoke at length on 
land settlement, stating that so far 
none of the scheme suggested had met 
with general approval. He claimed 
tjiat there was no justification for the 
War Times Election Act, declaring 
that it was an open and needless in¬ 
sult to Canada. He also spoke on the 
fixing of a price of wheat, saying that 


political action in federal affairs. The 
scheme presented by the committee 
rests on a basis of independent organ¬ 
ization by constituencies, each district 
being an independent unit and absolu?

What is reported as having been a 
side show of the Convention on Tues¬ 
day was the “perennial attempt" on 
the part of Jim Weir to stampede the 
gathering into a vote implying lack 
of confidence in the directors. The 
material for the demonstration was 
supplied in the act of the directorate 
in appointing the United Grain Grow¬ 
ers to act as agents in the adminis¬ 
tration of certain infants, estates plac¬ 
ed jn trust of the U.F.A. When the 
vote Was taken Mr. Weir had nine sup¬ 
porters. 

Some excitement was caused by 
certain delegates wishing to return the 
provincial grant of $2,000 back to the 
government, but the president ruled 
the discussion out of order and the 
matter dropped. 

Rice Sheppard took a dig at express 
rates in this country saying that they 
were double here to what they were 
in the United States, and urged the 
convention to protest against any fur¬ 
ther increase. 

A sensation was caused when it 
became known that the Canada Hail 
Underwriters, Association at its con¬ 
vention at Regina in December had 
excluded R. C. Duncan, manager of 
the Grain Growers Security Co., Ltd., 
from the convention. The similarity 
of this incident to the notorious inci¬ 
dent of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
in the early stages of the history of 
the latter was commented upon, and 
the general feeling is that this ex¬ 
perience will whip the farmers into 
such a flame of indignation that they 
will carry everything before them 
when thq real crisis comes in the legis 
lature at the next session. 

Wednesday’s Session 

The convention adopted a constitu¬ 
tional amendment which revoked the 
Hare system of proportional repre¬ 
sentation in the election of the direct¬ 
orate, and providing for the election 
of the committeemen each year for a 
two-year term on a majority basis. 
President Wood gave the impression 
that he accepted the P. R. method on 
trust as he did not fully understand 
it. G. W. Johnson of Vulcan, spoke in 
its favor. 

The question of a farmers’ independ 
ent political party was taken up, and 
a strong plea was put forward by John 
Kennedy, vice-president of the Grain 
Growers, Manitoba,- Roderick McKen¬ 
zie, former president of the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture, and Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinney. All three speakers dwelt on 
the necessity of action if just legisla¬ 
tion was to be the outcome of political 
life. 

Grain speculation and its evils were 
dealt with, delegate Brown of Rich- 
dale criticising the absence of any

the Grain Exchange. A resolution 
was finally passed for open ^market, 
but iWwas expressly asked that the 
speculative element be kept out of 
the market and that beter credit fac¬ 
ilities should be provided to enable 
the farmers to hold their wheat if they 
desired to do so. 

A resolution was passed advocating 
independent political action by farm¬ 
ers, but the initiative must be taken 
by the constituency.' 

One of the worst features was an 
amendment to the constitution abolish 
ing the principle of Proportional Re¬ 
presentation, which was brought in 
by the Central Board, and it was only 
after considerable pressure by the 
Central Board and the chairman, who 
pronounced P. R. a fad, that it finally 
carried 

There’ was also an undemocratic 
disposition on the part of the chair to 
override anything in the way of criti¬ 
cism of any of the actions of the 
3oard, and some. of these criticisms 
were “steamrollered” shamefully by 
the convention. There appeared to be 
breakers ahead in that direction, as it 
does not look like a very democratic 
Board who is not in complete harm¬ 
ony with them. They also appear to 
ihink that any member the U.RA. 
who does not agree with everything 
done by the Board is disloyal to the 
Association. 

In spite of the evident tendency ol 
some of our leaders toward autocratic 
control, it is encouraging to.get to a 
large farmers’ convention and see the 
nigh order of ability and broadmind¬ 
edness shown by so many of the dele¬ 
gates, and it is a splendid education 
to meet and hear these men. It is a 
tip well worth while for any farmer 
o take, and we hope that next year 
Vulcan district will be represented by
